I do not think the bu ilding was 
condemned at that time as a fire 
trap Why shou ld 
the 
state fire 
marshal condemn it at this time? 
We all know it wou ld be safer for 
the fire department to bp hou sed 
in a concrete or brick bu ilding. 
The idea of giving Frank Harris 
$20,000 for his old garage is a joke. 
Five thou sand dollars wou ld be a 
whale of a price for it. 
The only logical location for the 
fire department 
is 
on 
the land 
vacated by 
the 
old S. 3roadway 
hotel It wou ld be mu ch nearer to 
the shop district, it wou ld elim­ 
inate the traffic on E. State st. The 
department wou ld 
have a 
mu ch 
wider street to get ou t on, cou ld re- 
j tu rn via Filbert street in the rear 
withou t backing in as they now do. 
These Japanese were taken into cu stody a t San Pedro, Cal., by Federal Bu reau of Investigation agents 
when they la&ded by ferry from Terminal Island, Japanese settlement. All were qu estioned. In W ash­ 
ington, Secretary of the Treasu ry Henry Morgenthau ordered the natio n’s borders closed to Japanese 
nationals and Imposed a strict ban on any financial transactions by Japanese aliens.
